reading of about 40,000 miles, for 
$700 and offer 24-hour daily ser­ 
vice. 
The service would cost $4 
per call v%‘th in the city and f.4 per 
call, plus 20 cents per mile, both 
ways, for county or out-of-tow n 
calls. 
Present charges arc $2 per 
call in the city, $3 to M arinette 
and 15 cents per mile on all other 
calls outside th e city.

A modern 
“ traveling 
school­ 
room” or general instruction 
car 
designed for training and instruc­ 
tion of Chicago and North Western 
Railw ay System enginemen, train­ 
men, mechanics and other classes 
of railroad employes 
on 
a wide 
variety of specialized subjects w ill 
start on a tour 
of 
the 
system s 
lines within the next few days it 
was announced today 
by 
L. 
L. 
White, vice president in charge of 
operations. The car is scheduled to 
be in Escanaba Ju ly 3 to 7. 
The 70-foot all-steel car which 
resembles a passenger car in ex­ 
terior appearance 
is one of 
the 
most modern instruction cars in 
the country. It contains a lecture 
room with seats qnd tables to ac­ 
commodate 35 persons; 
complete 
airbrake equipment with a battery 
of gauges and dials all in operat­ 
ing condition and so arranged that 
training is considerably facilitated; 
visual aids including sound motion 
pictures and stereoptic equipment; 
facilities and equipment to 
train 
employes on safety and a number 
of other 
railroad 
subjects, 
and 
complete quarters including sleep­ 
ing accommodations for 
the 
in­ 
structor who w ill travel with the 
car. 
“ Because railroad employes are 
located all over the 10,000 
mile 
North 
Western 
system.” 
said 
White, “ we 
found 
it ’would 
ne 
more practical w ith 
considerable 
saving time to take our school to 
them rather than 
ask 
them 
to 
travel long distances to come 
to 
centralized training points. W ith 
that in mind, we have done every­ 
thing possible to include 
in 
the 
instruction car the important aids 
to training on subjects 
that 
w ill 


benefit railw ay employes.” 
One of the interesting features 
of the car is a set of three Ester- 
line Angus recording instruments
